At that meeting our 
request was not accepted for the reason that the 1977 
Congress is to be held in San Francisco and Council 
felt that most members would not wish to travel outside 
Europe again, immediately after the U.S.A. meeting. 
Accordingly the following 2 meetings are to be held in 
Europe in 1979 either in Rumania or Switzerland, and 
in 1981 in Belgium. The executive of our Society has 
decided however to pursue the matter, and 
Professor Winter will be asked to raise our request 
for the 1983 meeting, (to be held in a yet to be 
decided city in Australia), at the next Council 
Meeting. We shall keep you informed of progress in 
this matter. I am sure that the holding of such a 
meeting in Australia will do a great deal for Child 
Dental Health in this country, and that we can mount 
an impressive and successful meeting.
